Washington, Mareh 7.—(Special.)—The 
silver men have ,von handsomely on the 
first ficht, and the silver bill will now be 
launched fairly before the house. : 

The committee on rules called up its 
report before tho reading of the journal 
The auti-silver men seized upon this as a 
good point upon®which to fight. The debate 
which followed was animated, and at 
times bordered on heat. Speaker Crisp 
held the reins firmly, and was sustained 
in his rulings. The main question was 
then ordered, and by a vote of over two 
fo one, free silver was set sailing upon 
ihe sea of legislation. 

And the 22nd of March will witness 
the epening of the battle between the 
people and the goldbugs. 

The Preceedings in Detati!. 

Before the reading of the journal, Mr. 
Catchiugs, of Mississippi, called up the reso- 
Jution and the clerk proceeded to read, and 
upon ifs adoption Mr. Catchings demanded 
the previous question. _— 

Mir. Tracy, of New York, called attention 
to the fact that the journal had not been 
read. The speaker declared that it was in 
order for the gentleman from Mississippi to 
call up the resolution. The reading of the 
resolution was concluded. 

Mr. Dingley—Has the chair ruled that 
this report of the commuttee on rules can be 
considered before the journal has been read? 

The Speaker—The chair bas. That is a 
provision of the rules. es 

Mr. Tracy—I appeal from the decision of 
the chair. 


Mr. Tracy’s Speech. 

In advocacy of his appeal he said that it 
would be an unfortunate precedent to make 
that tie committee on rules, consisting prac- 
tically of three members, could come into the 
house and foree upon 300 old members the 
consideration of any resolution they might 
desire to call up. The people of the state of 
New York lodked with grave concern on the 
action which this house was to consummate 
today. It was the opinion of the people of 
that state, almost without exception, that 
the silver measure should nbdt be incorpo- 
rated in. the statutes of the United States. 
With regerd to the question of reading of the 
journal, it was customary to read the jour- 
nal every morning before proceeding to busi- 
mess. Knowing this, many members had not 
felt it neeessarv to hasten to the house on 
that account. There were many members 
absent and a fair opportunity should be 
given to them to reach the capitol. 

Mr. Bland's Reply. 


Mr. Bland said that when the committee 
on rules had reported the resolution certain 
auti-silver men had come to him and had 
said that if the resolution were postponed 
for the time being they would be ready to 
vote for it without filibustering. It was a 
fair, square agreement, made by the gentle 
men, who were Messrs. Cockran and An- 
drews. He thought it fair play and fair 
dealing that when they came to him and to 
the committee on rules and made a solemn 
agrecinent that filibustering tactics ought not 
ito be resoited to, if the. house proceeded 

‘ith the reading of the journal in the 
emper of the gentleman frém New‘ York 
(Tracy) the opponents of the resolution 
could move to amend the journal from now 
until Christumas. There was nothing 
extraordinary in the ruling of the chair. It 
Avas made in accordance’ with the rules 
adopted by the democratic house. When 
the gentlemen violated their pledges, and 


pundertook to declare that the rule was being 


disregarded, it was a very extraordinary ex- 
hibition on this floor. Ile moved to lay the 
appeal on the table. 

In Favor of Mr. Cockran. 


Mr. Bland withdrew his motion in order to 
enable Mr. Cockran, of New York, to whom 
he personally alluded, to take the floor. 

Mr. Cockran said that the gentleman from 
Missouri had stated that in an interview 
with bim, he (Mir. Cockran) had understood 
to bind any portion of the house to its ac- 
fion today. That was not correct, though 
at might be the gentleman’s understanding. 

e had appealed to the gentleman from 
Missouri to consent that the vote be taken 
today and the gentleman had _ refused to 
make any agreement whatever, and there 
the conversation had ended. 

It had been carried on in presence of Mr. 
‘Andews. He (Cockran) had to appeal & 
the committee on rules for this disposition, 
because the gen‘leman from Missouri re- 
fused to consent. »>*. 

The Chatr Sustained. 


Mr. Catchings closed the debate on be- 
half of the comm ttee on rules, concluding 
by moving to lay the appeal of the gentle- 
inan from New York (Tracy) upon the 
table. Mr. Tracy demanded the yeas and 
ays, and his demand was supported by 

» others. The roll was then called and 
resulted, yeas, 194; nays, 73. So Mr. Tra- 
cy’s appeal was tabled. 

_Mr. Tracy then raised the question of con- 
Bideration. The chair decided that under 
the rules he could not entertain a question 
of consideration. 
ir. Tracy again appealed and was again 
defeated by a motien t» table his appeal, 
fvhich was carried, 176 to 81. 

_ Mr. Tracy thereupon moved to recommit 
the resolution with instructions to the com- 
mittee on rules to report it back with an 
amendment, changing the date for consid- 
eration of the silver bill from March 22d 
to December 12th. 

The motion was defeated—yeas, 70; nays, 


The Date Fixed. 
‘ The previous question was then ordered 
upon the resolution without further objec- 
tions being made. 

Brief debates followed, in which the reso- 
lution was advocated by Messrs. Mclkei- 

han of Nebraska, Towneond of Colorado, 
Pierce of Tennessee ind Bland, and op- 
posed by Mr. Williams, of Massachu- 
setts; while sarcastic speeches, directed 
ageinst the spectacle afforded by the con- 
troversy qgmong democrsts. were interjected 
by Messrs. Reed and Boutelle. The yeas 
and nays were ordered and resulted in the 
adoption of the resolution—yeas, 190; 
mays, St. 

The speaker announced the result and im- 
mediately added, ‘““The clerk will read the 
yournal of yesterday’s proceedings.”’ 
(Laughter.) 

The Speaker’s Position. 

Before putting the question on Mr. Catgh- 
ings’s motion to table Mr. Tracy’s appeal from 
the speaker's ruling, Speaker Crisp stated the 
question and his*position as follows: 

The committee on rules having submitted a re- 
port some days ago, the genticman from Missis-

Whether such rules 
are good or bad, whether they be arbitrary er 
otherwise, the chair must execute them, if he is 
the faithful officer of the house. 

The rule provides that it ehall always 
be in order to call up for consideration 
& Teport from the committee on rules. The rules 
of the house also provide thatit shall always be 
in order to inove to adjourn, to fix aday to which 
the house shall adjourn or to tuke a recess. The 
rules also provide that it shall always be in order 
to entertain a motion to adjourn or to take -a_ re- 
cess orto fix aday. It has always been held so 
far as the chair knows, that the Louse may ad- 
journ before the journal is read. The chair bas 
seen it done frequently during his service in the 
clair. 

The chair calls attention to rule 20 as illustrat- 
ing the intent and purpose of this other rule. 
That rule providestlat the “presentation of the 
reports of the committees of conference shall 
always bein order, except when the journal is 
being read, while the ro!l is being called, or the 
house is divided on any proposition.” Now, 
where respecting conference reports the words 
‘shall always be in order’’ are used, and we de 
Sire to put any limitation upon it, such limitation 
is expressed in the rule. .It is always in order, 
except when the journal is being 
read, when the house ia dividing, 
or when. the roll is being called, 
But in the rnte providing for the report from the 
committee on rules thcreis no limitation ofthe 
words Niet, be in order.”” The rule says that it 
B8hall always be in order. 

if that be arbitrary, it is the action of the house, 
not mine. The chairhas undertaken to enforce 
the rules of the house as he finds them. The chair 
might say in passing, however, that in the last 
house there was nosuch rule as this, providing 
that the reports of the committee on rules might 
be called up at any time. The question is, shall 
the appeal ba iaid on the table, and on that qjues- 
tion the gentleman from New York (Mr. Tracy) 
demands the yeas and nays. 

The vote was taken with the results as above 
stated. In ruling against Mr. Tracy’s question 
of considerations, the speaker said: 

A CoNoquy with Reed. 

“The chair will have to hold that the ques- 
tion of consideration cannot be raised. The 
rules provide that it shall always be in order 
to call up for consideration the report of the 


committee on rules.’’ 

Mr. Tracy spoke at some length on the point 
he had raised, and quoted from past decisions 
to sustain his position. 

‘The chair understands the rule on this 
question,”’ said the speaker, ‘to mean exactly 
whatitsays. The language of the rule is very 
plain. Itsha!llalways be in order to call up 
for consideration reports from the committee 
on rules. Ifthere were any doubt about the 
meaning of the rule, the chair would look to 
the intentions of the house. . The intention of 
the house was, as the chair understands it, 
just what the rule itself proposes. Under the 
rules of the last congress—”’ 

‘*Does the gentleman endorse the last con- 
gress?’’ inquired Mr. Reed. (Great laughter.) 

‘Some parts of it he may and some parts of 
it he does not,’’ retorted the speaker. ‘‘The 
chair does not endorse its speaker.’’ (Laughter 
and applause on democratic side.) 

‘The speaker of the last house begs leave to 
say that he never expected the chair to endorse 
an replied Keed. (Applause on republican 
side.) 

“Quite right,”’ commented Speaker Crisp, 
laconically, ‘‘I was just going to say, when in- 
terrupted, thatthe gentleman from Maine, the 
speaker, held in the last congress that the 
question of consideration could not be raised 
against the order of business.’’ 

‘Well, I don’t want tohave anything to do 
with the rules of the fifty-first congress,’ said 
Mr. Tracy, emphatically. (Great laughter.) 
“The rules of the fifty-tirst congress should not 
be alluded toin this house, excepting, possibly, 
by the gentleman from Maine.’’ (Renewed 
laughte.r)

No attempt was 
made at the tenth census to ascertain the value of 
the cotton crop which it reported, but it was esti- 
mated by the department of agriculture at $38,- 
223,000. The figures now issued are subjeet to

The details of the consolidation of the three 
big companies have not all beon arranged, but 
the name of the consolidated company will 
probably be the Tennessee and Aiabama Coal 
and Iron Company, and the capital stock will 
be not less than twenty-five million dollars. 
The three companies own a majority of the 
coke furnaces in Alabama and Tennessee, and 
the best and largest of the coal and iron mines 

Capitaiistsa in Consultation. 

President Leddon, of the Sloss company, 
and President Debardeleben, of the Debardele- 
ben Coal and [ron Company, have been 
here fora week, conferring with President 
Thomas C: Platt, of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company. They will probably complete 
the details of the consolidation of, their com- 
panies in a few days. 

The Low Price of “Iron. 

It was said on Wall street that the low 
price of iron bruught about the consolidation, 
which is expected to materially reduce the 
cost of production. It is expected the big com- 
pany will soon absorb all the coke furnaces in 
Alabama and Tennessee.

Pat Calhoun Says the Olcott Plan 
Is No Good 


AND CAN'T: GO WITH THE PEOPLE. 


The Latest Phases of the Great Railroad 
Litigation Now in Progress 
in Georgia. 


Now the question is: will the Central’s re- 
ceivership be made permanent? 

Up to last night there were no signs of otber 
security owners joining bands with Mrs, 
Rowena Clark in the suit fora receiver and 
relief. Sofaritis agame of solitaire. In- 
deed, there is talk in Savannah of getting up 
a petition of minority stockhelders, asking 
Judge Speer to dismiss the receivership. 

It is pretty hard to say what position a ma- 
jority of the minority will take by the end of 
the week. 

The fear of missing the June dividend is 
about the only reason that iufluences many to 
condone this step. 

In the event the receivership is made per- 
manent the legajity of the lease tothe Geor- 
gia Pacific will be stoutly fought on both 
sides. 

Proper notice of General Alexander's ap- 
pointment was given to General Manager 
Green, of the Richmond and Danville, yester- 
day, and to Superintendent McBee, of the 
Central. In the afternoon the Central was 
operated by the receiver. So quietly was the 
change made that it was not known detinitely 
throughout the Kiser building until nightfall. 
Everything will run on just ad in the past, ox- 
cept in some of the clerical departments, where 
the Central’s revenues and ¢xpensés will be 
distinguished from the receipts of the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the. Georgia 
Pacific. The OCentral’s daily income 
ii about thirty thousand dollars now. During 
the busiest season it is near fifty thousand dol- 
lars aday. The total receiptsof the whole 
Richmond and Danville system are said to be 
$90,000 a day. 

The sentimentin Savannah is for Captain 
W.G. Raoul, the Central's ex-president, for 
permanent receiver, if one is to be appointed. 
A gentleman who came up from there Sunday 
night, said yesterday: ‘“‘Such prominent men 
as W. W. Gordon, H. M. Comer, Henry Blun, 
all ex-directors, Mayor McDonoaygh, J. P. 
Williams and other representative men, want 
Captain Raoul appointed if Judge Speer con- 
cludes to make the receivership permanent, 
Captain Raoul was president of the company 
for about five years. He is now president of 
the Mexicau National, and I have understood 
thathe had a eontract with that corporation 
under which he is bound for a yearor two 
more. How the information comes I cannot 
tell you, but there is good authority 
for saying that the Brice and Thomas 


Raoul’s appointment. Thev know that the 
minority want him and it will be throwing a 
tub to the whole,asit were.

Judge Speer has proceeded in sucha way 
that if Mr. Rountree’s bill is dismissed little 
harm wiil rasult tothe Central or the Rich- 
mond and Danville.”

New York, March 7.—Richmond Terminal 
Officials and members of the reorganization 
committee, aceording to The Tribune today, 
stated that the appointment of a temporary 
receiver for the.Central of Georgia would not 
interfere with the committee’s efforts to bring 
out and put into operation the plan 
for the reorganization ofthe systém.

The court has appointed General Alexander 
receiver, but has taken great care to instruct 
him not to do anything as receiver which 
would involve the court in difficulties pending 
the ten days, at the end of which time 
there would be a hearing in the case. He has 
received no property and there is none for him 
to receive.

~ BISHOP. TURNER 


Replies to Some of the Charges Made 
Against Him. 


-THE NEGROES ARE GOING TO AFRICA 


For That Is the Will of Providence. 
Who Should Go and Whd 
Should Not, 


Bishop Turner, of the A. M. E. church, bas 
something interesting to say about the African 
craze and about Africa. 

That the negro should return to Africa, he 
says, is the will of Providence. He firmly be- 
lieves this, and yet he desires to emphasize the 
fact that he has never yet advised anybody 
to go. 

**In The Constitution today,’’ he said yester- 
day, ‘I am charzed with being the principal 
agent whohas thrown upon the charitable 
institutions of New York two partles or gangs 
of would-be colored emigrants, who are en- 
deavoring to get to Afrioa. I have noticod 
several charges to this effect in your paper and 
others. Uptothe present time, however, I 
gave them no notice. knew they were all 
mistaken, and I was charitable enough to be 

lieve that it was not done intentionaliy. But 
I fec] now that Leught to make some reply in 


order tliat my position may be clearly Known. 


The Bishop's Trip. 

“Tt is true that I left here the first of last 
fall on a trip to the continent of Africa, which 
place I succeeded in reaching; traveled 1,800 
miles along the African coast and went eighty 
miles back into the interior, from 
one point, and nearly Gfty miles from 
another. I mingled with the civilized and 
whatis called the heathen African, very ex- 
tensively, and I did write up my observations 
and the scenes which presented themselves to 
me. My writings consisted of fourteen lengthy 
letters, published in our two church organs, 
and copied quite liberally by the colored press, 
and frequently referred to by the white papers. 
The question that seems to be disturbing the 
public peace is, did I goas an agentof the 
colonization society ? or did I go as an agitator 
of the repatriation of the negroto Africa? or 
did I gotospy outtbe land and return, and, 
like 9 second Joshuaor Calib, report the re- 
suits of my investigations? Permit me to say 
to al! concerned, that while I am as certain as 
of my existence that the biack man, whoisa 
man, will sooner or Jater return to Africa, and 
that it is the will and purpose of God 
that he shall do so, and that no power on earth 
can contravene it, I care not what men may 
do, write or say, yet I did not visit Africa with 
any view of accelerating this inexorable provi- 
dential ultimatum. 

e Why He Went. 

“T have eagerly desired to visit Africa for 
nearly twenty years, but my wife’s objections 
anid tears provented me; but when she went to 
heaven a few years ago I resolved to gratify 
this long-cherished wish, and, while endeAvor- 
ing tofind sparetimeto make the trip, the 
bishops of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church, of which I am a feeble member, in 
their annual council at Jacksonville, Fla., ap- 
pointed me to yisit Africa and look after ovr 
mission work upon that continent. In com- 
pliance with this episcopal ordérI went to Af- 
rica, visited a number of our mission stations, 
organized two annual conferences, ordained 
nineteen preachers to the sacred ministry, 
assigned them.to their fields of Jabor, and, in 
the meantime, took observations of the coun- 
try. When my contemplated tripto Africa 
became soinewhat Known, some of the leading 
papers of the country offered me hundreds of 
dollars to become their correspondent and 
write up my travels and observations for thetr 
columns, and I resolved to accept of a five- 
hundred-doilar proposition at one time; but 
finally, becoming apprehensive that something 
I might write would likely be contorted intoa 
misrepresentation and create an unnecessary 


. babble, I declined ‘every proffer an@ concluded 
* to correspond with our church papers only. 


“‘Now, how any person can charge me or my 
letters with creating the excitement which 
has caused hundreds of colored men and 
women to col'ect in New York is an inexplioa- 
ble problem. While 1 am an African repatria- 
tionist, because I believe God himself sanc- 
tions it,.I will, nevertheless, give any man a 
bhundzed dollars if he will point out one para- 
graph, sentence or phrase in any of the four- 
teen letters I wrote in Africa, and which bave 
been published in this country, where I have 
advised any living man or woman to leave 
this country and go to Africa; for I was care- 
ful in all my letters to avoid that particular 

int, as I knew my opinions were well 

nown, and many fossiliferous thinkers in 
my church were bitterly opposed to them. 
But I did narrate my observations. I did 
write about the cities, towns, villages, houses, 
huts, churches, dress; fruits, cattle, birds, 
habits of the people, mountains, valleys, 
rivers, minerals, climate, schools, both along 
the coast and back in the interior, with some 
delineations.

I have been correctly 
informed, is about the last portion of my race 
J would have advised to goto Africa. Africa 
is tlie easiest place to live under heaven if you 
have afew hundred doilars to start with; but 
it is a hard place for a pauper, whatever be his 
color. 

‘If the colored people huddled in New York 
became allured with my African letters, and 
formed a band of mendicants ‘to menace the 
charitab‘e institutions there, it is traceable to 
their iguorance and not to my folly. 

“If my African emigration passion was 80 
intense, I could get thousands of dollars a vear 
from a steamship company on the other side 
of the Atlantic to collect emigrants at Charles 
ton, Savannah or New Orleans, but F have re- 
fused the offer, and would dosoagain. Yet I 
do yearn for a line of steamships between here 
and Africa, so that black and white could go 
andcome at their pleasure. If Europe can 
keep 172 steamships fiugging the coast of 
Africa the year Posen and reaping 
hundreds of millions of dollars by it, 
the United States might keep two 
steamships running at Jeast, and allow the 
black man, who is able te pay his: way, to go 
and come at his pleasure. If my race bad 
decent, practical sense, they would band to- 
gether and appropriate same of the money 
they spend at these liquor brothels and

“The country can no more smother this un- 
rest of the black man, which is the product of 
Divine Providence, than it can smother the 
fires of Vesuvius. The sooner the manipu- 
latorsand manufacturers of public sentiment 
awake to consciousness in this particular, the 
sooner the negro problem will be solved and 
God’s plans be put into execution. 

White People There. 

‘White people by the handrods are pouring 
into Africa, women and men. I saw white 
ladies from the Untted States teaching schools 
nearly a hundred miles in the interior, looking 
well and pleased with their work, and if white 
ladies can go there and spend years and some 
a lifetime teaching and enlightening the 

-heathen African, why ‘cannot the descendants 
of Africa go? You advise the colored people 
to remain here where they can be brought in 
contact with their white neighbors and 
friends, but they nesd not remain simply for 
that, as they will find scores and hundreds of 
white poop. in Africa. Nearly every Eng- 
lish ship going there is carrying them from 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, lllinois, Wis 
consin and Kansas, and they will find a white 
lady, forty miles in the interior, from Baton 
Rouge, La., at the head of an excellent school. 

‘The only fear I have !s that the white peo- 
ple are going to take Africa away from us; 
for all this talk about white people being una 
ble to live in Africa is bosh. ' 

“Now, while my opinions have been known 
for a long time and have been severely criti- 
cised by a portion of the colored press of the 
country,’’ said Bishop Turner yesterday, ‘‘no 
one can point to a living man or woman that I 
have advised to go to Africa. 

‘But they are going all the same.’’

More War Talk. 


According to the latest advices from 
Washington, the Behring sea matter has 
agzain assumed a serious phase, and it 
is dfficult to forecast the result. 

Our readers have a general idea of 
the questions involved in this controversy. 
When we purchased Alaska, we acquired 
from Russia such rights as she had in 
Behring sea. It was called by Russta a 
closed sea, and we have been endeavor- 
ing to maintain this claim. But England 
declares that she does not recognize the 
closed sea doctrine, and says that Behring 
sea is a part of the Pacific ocean, and 
open to the world. 

These conficting claims very materially 
affect the status of the seal fishing indus- 
try. Taking the position that Bebring 
sea is a closed sea, our government has 
forbidden outsiders to poach upon the 
seal fisheries. Canadian vessels violated 
our alleged exclusive rights, and were 
seized and condemned in ow’ courts. 
The British government then took an 
active hand in the matter, and in 1890 
Lord Salisbury notified Mr. Blaine that 
any further seizures would be forcibly 
resisted. Negotiations resulted in a tempo- 
rary agreement between the two govern- 
ments to regard Behring seg as a closed 
sea for the people of both countries dur- 
ing the sealing season of 1891, and ar- 
rangements were started for the arbitra- 
tion of the dispute. The other day, before 
the meeting of the board of arbitration, 
Lord Salisbury notitied us that he would 
not agree to a closed sea for the coming 
season. As a Washington special puts it: 

The Behring sea matter has assumed a 
most serious phase and public officials make 
no attempt to disguise their grave concern 
nt the outcome. It was developed today 
that Lord Salisbury’s proposition with regard 
to the present season was not only to open 
Behring’s sea outside of a thirty-mile zone 
from the FPribyloff islands to indiscriminate 
sealing, but to limit the catch within that 
belt, including, of course, the shores of the 
island, to 30,000 seals. In the language of a 
prominent official, this proposition is ‘‘wholly 
unfair, arrogant and even insulting to this 
country.”’ 

It is contended by experts that the opening 
of Behring: sea for one season in the manner 
suggested would result in the speedy extermtf- 
nation of the seal species, and that there 


would then be nothing left to arbitrate upon. | 


As one official expressed it, “it. would be like 
nibitrating the ownership of something that 
bad gone ont of existence.”’ 

Information has also been received 
to the effect that the seal fishers in Brit- 
ish ‘Columbia are making active prepara- 
tions for extensive operations, and the 
outlook threatens the destruction of the 
fudustry before next fall, and before ‘the 
matter can be arbitrated. ; 

It will be seen that the situation is one 
of unusual gravity. Our government must 
either back down from its claim of a 

closed sea, or maintain its position. To 
back down means peace; to stand firm 
means war. 

Now, what are we going to do about 
it? Possibly England is right in-her view 
of the main question—the closed sea 
claim, but that is not the point of irrita- 
tion just now. The trouble is that right 
in the face of our claim, Lord Salisbury 
refuses to continue the agreement for last 
year so as to include the coming season, 
although the same reasons for it. still 
exist. 

A few months ago our jsmgo adminis- 
tration was in a hurry to have a brush 
with Chile. Now, it has ample provocation 
for another outburst of warlike spirit. 
But our new enemy is more formidable 
than Chile. The British have Canada 
for a base of operations, and a chain 
of fortifications extending from Halifax 
through the Bermudas and West Indies 
down to the very coast of South America. 
They have a navy strong enough to de 
stroy our ships and levy tribute on our 
coast cities. 

This is the sitnation, and it is decidedly 
interesting. It remains to be seen whether 
the Harrison administration will get 
glory or shame ont of it. 


An Awful Liar.. 
‘The New York Times, the newspaper 
which equipped Bill Chandler for steal- 
ing the vote of Florida from the demo- 
crats in 1876, utters a loud and prolonged 
yawp over the statement recently made 
in The Constitution that George William 
Curtis had been made treasurer of the 
committee selected to organize the Wall 
street attack on the democratic party of 
New York state. It declares that “this 
misrepresentation of the New York move- 
ment was intended by The Constitution 
to influence the Georgia state committee 
in favor of Hill.” q 

We have already shown that the 
Curtis mistake was the most natural 
thing in the world. A number of western 
papers made the same mistake in their 
bews columns. It was a telegraphic mis- 
take, probably. 

The Curtis who is serving as treasurer 
of the Wall street movement has some 
advantage over George William. He is 
&® protectionist, a goldolater, and an all- 
around politician, active and vigorous; 
George William would do nothing but 
hold stakes, and smile benignly, but the 
other William is as stirring an agent as 
Wall street ever had. He will not only 
hold the stakes, but he will fight fiercely 
on the Wall street line. - 

But the mistake in regard to Curtis is 
not te be compared to the latest feat of 
the Awful Liar who edits The Times. 


| Recently the Cleveland club of this city 
issued an address to the democrats of 
the state. This address was telegraphed 
to The Times from Atlanta, and as soon 
as the Awful Liar got hold of it, he 
changed it so as to make it appear to be 
the address of the democratic state 
executive committee. The Awful Liar has 
deceived a great many people in New 
York, but what else has he accomplished 
by this deliberate swindle? They are 
bound to discover that The Times has 
palmed off a lie on them, and their only 
consolation will be that, as it was not the 
first it is not likely to be the last. 

So far as we can see, the lie to which 
The Times has given circulation is in- 
excusable. The very day the Awful Liar 
was engaged in circulating his invention, 
the democratic state executive committee, 
in session in Atlanta, was demonstrating 
the fact that seventeen of its members 
were for Hill, while two were for Cleve- 
land.

Foster in Europe. 

Secretary Foster, of the Harrison 
administration, is in merry England. 
He is said to be declining all social at- 
tentions, deeming it the duty of an Ohio 
officeholder abroad to devote himself 
to paying his board bills and hunting 
around in Westminster Abbey for the 
tombstones of his Norman ancestors. 

Mr. Foster, according to all accounts, 
went to Europe for the purpose of drum- 
ming up an international monetary con- 
ference, Whether be is in earnest about 
this nobody seems to know, but it is hint 
ed that he has already had an interview 
with Mr. Goschen. The intimation, 
it should be noted, comes from 
a republican source, a_ fact which 
may interfere to some extent 
with its credibility. We do not re 
gard Mr. Foster as one of the innocents 
abroad. but if he knows enough to hold 
his position as secretary of the treasury 
he is certainly aware of the fact that an 
international conference which will 
amount to anything is out of the question 
at this time. This being clearly unhder- 
stood, the purpose of his mission is to 
affect congress rather than to inaugurate 
a movement for an international agree- 
ment, which he knows to be impossible 
as matters stand. 

If England and other monometallist 
nations refused to console the comiis- 
sioner sent over by Mr. Cleveland, at a 
time when there was reasonable hope 
that an international agreement might 
be reached, how futile must be the mis- 
sion of Mr. Foster at this time when the 
operations and effects of the Sherman 
silver law are visible to the eyes of the 
world! -Mr. Edward Atkinson was the 


gentlemtan selectad by Mr. Cleveland 
to confer with the leading financiers, 
and there can be no doubt that he per- 
formed the duties of his mission with far 
more ski) and knowledge than Secretary 
Foster will be able to employ. 

Mr. Atkinson discovered that it would 
be worse than usmess for the United 
States to make an overture, looking to 
an adjustment of the silver question on 
an international basis, for the reason 
that Europe had conceived the idea that 
this country had a large accumulation 
of silver hid in the bushes which it de- 
sired to dump on the rest of the world. 
He showed in his report that while the 
goldolaters of the United States were 
predicting a dump of European silver as 
a result of remonetization here, the mono- 
metallists of Europe dreaded a dump of 
American silver if remonetization took 
place on an international basis. 

If this was the feeling in Europe in 
1886, what must it be in 1802-with the 
accumulation of depreciated silver by the 
United States treasury going on right 
under the eyes of Europe? Never, until 
the moneysharks secured control of the. 
financial legislation of the country was 
it deemed necessary for the United States 
to fit their finances after the pattern of 
Europe. The attempt. now and the 
talk about it are simply the outgrowth of 
a burning desire on the part of the mono- 
metallists to postpone the remonetization 
of silver. 

If an international conference is really 
necessary, the United States can enter 
into it with better grace when they have 
remonetized silver, thus demonstrating 
their settled purpose to restore to the 
white metal the potential money power 
which it possessed when our mints were 
open to its coinage on an equality with 
gold. 

This Hits the Nail om the Head. 

The Rey. Baylus Cade, of North Caro- 
lina, is the first southern man of promi- 
nence and ability who has advocated the 
pension plank in the third party platform, 
which proposes te pay the union soldiers 
the difference between the greenbacks 
paid them and gold. : 

Mr. Cade takes this view of it: 

If it was right to give pensions to the. sol- 
diers of the United States at all, it was right 
to give them exactly one hundred cents for 
every dollar that the congress pretended to 
give them. And if those soldiers did not get 
exactly ope hundred cents for every dollar 
that was pretended to be given to them, they 
ought to get it now. 

All this sounds very well, but The 
Charlotte Chronicle demotishes the whole 
business in a paragraph of eleven lines, 
Our contemporary simply says that if 
it is right to go back now and pay the 
union soldiers the difference between 
the value of greenbacks and the value of 
gold at the time they received their pay, 
it is right to make a law which would 
compel every man, who during the war, 
paid a debt in greenbacks—or in confed- 
erate money—to pay now to his creditor 
the difference which existed then be- 
tween gold and greenbacks, or confeder- 
ate money. 

When Mr. Baylus Cade sees the ques- 
tion presented in this light we can hardly 
believe that he will stick to the third 
party’s rotten pension plank any longer. 
The fact is, a more monstrous proposi- 
tion has never yet affronted the common 
sense of the American people. ©

THE STORY GRAY HAS TOLD 


To the Detectives—He Says He Didn’t 
W ant to Burglarise Mrs. Cox’s—Sev- 
eral Others Implicated. 


Harry Gray has made a full confession 
of a startling nature to the detectives. 

It confirms the theory that he was but 
one of a band of youthful burglars, ay 
that he acted under the directions of the 
leader. 

That leader is, it is claimed, Everett 
Lawrence, a young man twenty-five years 
of age, a good accountant and bookkeeper, 
and who, like Gray, has hitherto. borme a 


most excellent reputation. 

To substantiate the truth of the boy’s 
statements, the headquarters of the band 
has been located, goods recovered and the 
alleged head of the whole is missing. 

The most diligent search has failed in 
finding Lawrence. 

Young Gray says that there were six or 
seven in the organization. They called it a 
“club,” and it was only by that name that 
he knew it. 

He did not even know the names. of all 
the boys—for such they are. Lawrence was 
considerably the oldest. All of them witir 
one or two exceptions were of good families, 
and prominently connec 5 , 

He merely called them familiarly by their 
first names, and knew something of them. 
That “something” the detectives will not 
divulge, nor will they disclose the names of 
two others whom Gray gave by name. 

He claims that all acted under Lawrence. 
He ordered and they had to cbey. bool 

“They made me go to Mrs, Cox’s. I didn’t 
want to. JSverett forced me to and I had 
to submit.” 

In that way young Gray speaks of their 
burglaries. He seems to hardly know how 
he ever came to join the “club.” 

At their rendezvous on Peters street 
were found heaps of stolen stuff. 

Some clothing and a .nmber of trinkets 
were gotten and identified as belonging to 
Mr. W. H. Venable, whose Home on Mer- 
ritts avenue, near Peachtre:, was Lroken 
cpen several weeks ago. 

Several artftles of wearing apparel and 
silver cups were recovered that were stolen 
from Mrs. G. T. Foreacre’s home, which 
was burglarized on the same day. The 
lettering en the eup still remaiued. 

What. afforded additional surprise was 
the finding of a banjo taken from the Cres- 
cent steam laundry. It belonged to Mr. 
B. P. Meyers, for whom young Gray 
had worked for some time. 

These four places and Mr. A. L. Lfol- 
brook’s are the only places entered which 
the detectives have so far connected with 
the band. They met nearly every evenirg, 
avd planned. 

The “club” was scarcely a month old. 

It Was Not Them. 

Yecterday morning Dr. A. F. Sherrill, 
pastor of the Church of the Redeemer, 
called to see young Gray. He found him ly- 
ing patiently in the’ critical condition in 
which he has been sinee he was shot. 

‘the boy spoke willingly to the divine, 
answered readily all questions and con- 
cluded as follows: 

“lf I die, and they say that 1 will, I want 
you and every one to know that I was shot 
through my own fault. Papa and mamma 
have been very good to me and I have had 
a good home. 1t is not them who are to 
b'ame.” 

At a late hour last night his condition was 
unciuannged. The boy seems to have a re- 
maraable vitality, and it seems that this has 
much to do with keeping him alive. 

He has oue chance in a hundred to recover 
and may die at any minute.

MANY. INXUESTS HELD: 


The Case of the Dead Child in the Woods 
and the Woman Who Died Shouting. 

Yesterday was a busy day with Coroner 
Davis. He held three inquests in, the morn- 
ing, and, all of them being most importart 
inquests, consumed more attention than 
the general run. 

The first inquest was held over the body 
of John Merritt, colored, at Cargile’s 
undertaker shop. 

Merritt was the negro who was shot by 
a policeman on Fraser street, while in a 
yard stealing wood.. 

The facts in the case were published in 
The Constitution at the time, severel days 
ago, and are familiar to all. 

Merritt was taken to Providence infirm- 
ary, where he died at ¢ o'clowk p.m. Sum 
day.. According to the facts in the case, 
the jury found that the shooting was justi- 
fiable. 

The second inquest was held, immedi- 
ately after, at the same place, over adead 
baby that was found in the woods oud 
the \Atlanta Traction Company's shops. 
The child was a female and of colered 
parentage, and that was about all that the 
evidence made known about it. There was 
no evidence at all, as to where it came 
from, how it got there, or whose it was. 
A crowd of small boys found it in a half- 
buried box, and thought they had found a 
hidden treasure till the bex was breken 
open, and they were terrified by the sight 
of the dead baby in a state of decmnp:s!- 
tion. 

The doctors sav the child enuld not have 
lived but a few hours afer birth. The 
jury rendered a verdict that it came to its 
death by causes unknown. 

The third inquest was a rather peculiar 
and novel one. It was over the colored 
sister who dicd shouting. She was an old 
cook of Dr. Hawthocne s, arl at a big re- 
ligious meeting at the volored Juptist 
church on Wheat street, Sunday afterncon, 
she began shouting, and could not step till 
exhausted.. The verdict of the jrry was 
that she came to her death by heart 
disease, brought on by uvdae exertion.

GIVE THE SCHOOL A LIBRARY. 


Professor Hopkins Suggests aPlan to Raise 
$5,000. 

Ten gentiemen have started a fund for the 
Technological school library. 

Professor Hopkins says that $5,000 will give the 
school alibrary which will be of the greatest aid 
to the students. He says that subscriptions are a 
most highly appreciated token of approval and 
confidence ip his management. 

‘A number of gentlemen seeing the oft-repeated 
statement that the school needed a reference 
library, have witbout personal solicitation offered 
sums as the nucleus of a subscription for the pur- 
pose named, Onehundred names, with a sub- 
scription of $50 each with larce number of less 
sums will accomplish the object and nobody 
would be burdened much. 

Of the necessity of such alibrary, I need not 
speak at length. We have a splendid library 
room but nobooks. Werse, we have a crying 
need for fuller information than can be given in 
the lecture room or workshop, and no way of 
meeting it. In all schools like ours, among the 
demands after the equipment of the wamibibest 
ee a full reference library takes first 
rank. ' 

‘The appropriations bave never been sufficient to 
do more than cover current expenses, and the 
school is without this neoessary adjunct. We 
need books inevery department represented in 
our curriculum. In physics, inchemistry, in lan- 
guage studies, in mathematical science, 
in- applied mechanics, works of men who are 
acknowledged authority intheir special depart- 
ment. Most of these works are elaborate treatises 
and many are translations of comparatively rare 
books. Many of them are elaboratcly illustrated 
with figures and plates, carefully executed 
diagrams, calculations and tables mathematically 
accurate, . ¢ 

“Plans and suggestions of working detaiis all of 
which enhance their eost. . 

“Beyond that of ordinary books. But which 
must renderthem of incaleugble value for: stu+ 


dents whose pursuits are on the line of such tech-. 
nical matters.: .,

THE REINHARDT INVESTIGATION REPORT 


Occupied a Large Part of Yesterday’s 
Session of the Council—Other Busi- 
ness Transacted Yesterday. 


The finance committee made its report on 
the Reinhardt investigation, Alderman 
Reinhardt made alittle speech,a new ordi- 
nance covering the matter of holding back fi. 
fas. was adopted and— 

That’s allover. 

Then the caucus nominations for police 
commissioner and Grady hospital trustees 
were formally elected. A hitching post con- 
sumed ten minutes of valuable time; the bids 
for Peachtree pavement were opened and read, 
and a large delegation of paving men were on 
hand to gce that it was properly done. 

Several interesting papers were submitted; 
a large amountof routine business was frans- 
acted ; and— 

That's the record of yesterday’s session of 
the general council. 

The Reinhardt Investigation. 

When Alderman Rice rose to read the report 
afthe finance committee Mayor Pro Tem. 
Reinhardt called Alderman Shropshire to the 
chair. 

The council had been in session two hours, 
but the spectators had sat through the routine 
knowing that something was coming. Under 
the resolution under which the investigation 
into the fi. fa. business was held, the com- 
mittee was instructed to makeits report yes- 
terday, and no extension of time had been 
asked for. 

But the alderman from the sixth fooled the 
boys. The paper he took up and began to read 
may have been of interest to close students of 
city finances, but it wasa big disappointment 
to the lookers-on. It wasthe detailed state- 
ment of the city’s financial con dition as shown 
by the amounts of money inthe various de 
partments. 

But after that came the long-looked-for 
document. 

The report of tho finance committee cited 
the resolution under which the investigation 
was ordered, gave a somewhat detailed account 
of the committee’s work, and declared that— 

“The collection of certain amounts due from 
Alderman Reinhardt were unreasonably de 
layed inthe tax collector’s office andin the 
marsha)’s oftice.”’ ; 

This, the counmittoe declared, was not done 
at Alderman Reinhardt’s request or direction, 
and it was true that that gentleman had made 
every effort to raise the necessary money, but 
had tinally done so on January 28th, before 
this investigation was ordered. 

The report then presented a table showing 
tho different ffi. jas. against Alderman Rein- 
hardt, when the amounts should have been 
paid and when they were paid. 

“We find,” said Mr. Rice, “that the sum 
which we think Mr. Reinhardt ought to pay is 
$207.17. While we tind no law by which he 
could be compelled to pay that, etill we under- 
stand he is perfectly wiliingto do so, The 
committee has worked hard and earnestly, and 
that is the result of our findings.’’ 

Some Discussion, of Course, 

The committee, it was explained, had com- 
puted the interest on each delayed payment 
from the last day of the year in which the 
work was completed. 

Mr. Woodward took exception to this feature. 
He thought interest should have beeu charged 
from the time the work was completed and the 
bill made out. ‘‘And right here,’’ he said at 
the beginning of his speech, ‘‘I want to 
say that the charge or 3uggestion that I intro- 
daced the resolution calling for this investi- 
gation through spite is utterly and absolately 
false. The papers had been making- grave 
charges and the people demanded an investi- 
gation. If the man who the shoe fits had got 
up here and made his explanation, there 
wouldn’t have been half so much talk about 
the thing.”’ 

Mr. Woodward said his own idea was that 
Mr. Reinhardt shouid pay the interest And 
that the officers whose duty it was to collect 
the money should pay the pena!ty for. non- 
payment. ‘We ave an officer who 


~ ought to collect these things and he is respons-- 
ible for this delay and nobody else.’’ He went 


on to cite a.case of agwidow who owned prop- 
erty adjoining-that of Alderman Reinhardt, 
who had to pay not only the interest but the 
penalty—the books in the clerk’s office, he 
said, suowed this. He thought the committee 
should have charged Mr. Reinhardt not. ouly 


with the interest, but with -the 10 per cent 


penalty as well. 

Mr. Northen thought Mr. Reinhardt should 
have been eharged with the -penalty if the

Mr. Reinhardt Makes a Statement. . 

‘ **Your honor and gentlemen of the conncil,’’ 
said Mr. Reinhardt, “I will not say whata 
sense of wrong I feel, but I know that injua- 
tice has been done me in the public prints, 
Never by word or act have I sought special 
favor by reason of my official position. Nor 
was it ever my purpose at any time to avoid 
any liability or evade any duty that law or 
equity cast upon me. I did not and do not 
feel that I was responsible for interest or I 
would have paid it when the fi. fas. were 
settled;. but inasmuch as your committee 
think I ought to pay interest I will pay it. 
Indeed, I prefer to do so.”

That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, all bills for public im- 
provements in the city of Atlanta, against 
abutting property-owners and street railroad 
companies, whether for street paving, ecurb- 
ing, sidewalks or sewer assessments, shall 
bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent per 
annum from the date when execution is, or 
by law ought to be issued for any such as- 
eessinents, such interest to be collected with 
the principal of each execution from the de- 
fendant in fi fa, or from the property subject 
to the lien of such assessment. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter, neither the tax col- 
lector or the marshal shall have authority to 
postpone the collection of any bill or execu- 
tion for public improvements due the city of 
Atlanta for more than thirty days after if is 
laced in the hands of such officer for col- 
ection, without the permission of the finance 
committee to make a longer extension of time 
for special reasons in any case, nor shall 
the finance committee pos pene a collection 
in any case for more than three months from 
— date of ae issue of the execution, with- 
out express action o mayor and 
council authorizin tnt : ‘ eens 

Sec. 3. It shall the duty of the tax col- 
lector and the marshal to report on the first 
day of each month to the finance committee 
all uncollected bills and fi fas due the city of 
Atlanta for public improvements, license, or 
taxes in their hands, and to state the reason 
why such bills or executions have not been 
collected, these reports to show the names of 
the parties owing such bills or executions, 
and also the amount and character of the 
demand in each case. 

See. 4. Any officer convicted of violating 
either of the foregoing sections of this ordi- 
nance shall be subject to a fine not exceeding 
$100, and upon such conviction the mayor 
Shall suspend the officer so convicted until 
the next regular meeting of the general coun- 
cil, when such officer may removed from 
office in the discretion of the general council.

Salaries Not Perquisites. 

Alderman Woodward introduced a resolution 
fixing a salary forthe city clerkand city marshal 
instead of perquisites as heretofore.

The Day on the Floor of the New Yeek Steck 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 7.—The stock markct today was 
not eo active as Saturday, nor were the movements on 
60 large a scale, even *hough there were five hours’ 
business in the place of two. There was, on the whole, 
a firm temper to the dealings, but considerable irregu- 
larity existe’, and, while Vanderbilts still displayed 
the most pronounced strength, Coalers, Industrials 
and New Engiand were specially weak at times, 
especially during the forenoon. There was very littie 
doing for foreign account, but a better support in Coal 
stocks was the factor in the improved tone, while the 
positive strength shown by Lake Shore and later by 
Northwestern brovght the whole list along in the 
afternoon. Richmond and West Peint securities were 
comparatively quiet during the forenoon, buat the 
stocks rallied sharply, and the bonds later in the day 
more than recovered the loss of the last few days.

—sat inside the railing.

A letter has just been received from Mr.
